For motorists who take 
Niagara Stone Road 
(Highway 55) into Niagara- 
on-the-Lake daily you’re 
very familiar with the chal¬ 
lenges associated with get¬ 
ting onto Niagara Stone 
Road, and the side roads 
that jet out at all sorts of 
angles. 

The region has budged 
$2.2 million in 2013 for a 
roundabout at Niagara Stone 
Road and Concession 6, and 
Regional Chair Garry 
Borroughs said that there is 
a possibility for a second 
roundabout on Niagara 
Stone Road and Airport 
Road. 

While neither round¬ 
about has been confirmed 
Borroughs said this is some¬ 
thing that will come before 
council and eventually 
receive input from the pub¬ 
lic. 

“It’s really important to 
get input on what the town, 
administration and its resi¬ 
dents would like to see on 
that road, but something 
needs to be done,” said 
Borroughs. 

The possibility of round¬ 
abouts has been looked at in 
St. Davids, but Lord Mayor 
David Eke said the town 
didn’t get a good response 
for them.

Courage leads Kruger to become an active 
whistleblower - tearing a strip off the OPP 


When no one would listen to his cries for 
help, when countless letters were ignored or 
sloughed off, Bruce Kruger became an active 
whistleblower - leading to Ontario ombuds¬ 
man Andre Marin's blistering report last 
month that tore a strip off the OPP. 

This takes courage. 

But Bruce Kruger - retired OPP inspec¬ 
tor, recipient of awards for bravery, a cop 
who gunned down an escaped convict Just as 
he was about to pull the trigger on his trapped 
partner, first on the scene after a fellow offi¬ 
cer was shot thrice between the eyes and left 
dead in a snowbank, the list of ugliness long 
and unforgettable - no longer has the cour¬ 
age to sit at a table without facing the entrance 
with his back against the wall. 

It's crippling. But the fear is real. 

Genuine death threats in the past will do 
that 

Yet, despite the demons playing havoc in 
his brain, Bruce Kruger somehow mustered 
the courage to take on his own provincial 
police force for himself, and for others, who 
suffer from post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD) because of what they had to do, or 
what they saw, or what they had to smell, 
while in die line of duty. 

It's not like falling off a horse and getting 
back on again after you've dragged a dead 
boy out of a lake. It's like falling off a cliff into 
the deepest and darkest of pits. 

Bruce Kruger is still climbing out. 

As a retired OPP psychiatrist told the 
ombudsman, some 23 active and retired 
OPP officers have purportedly committed 
suicide since 1989, which is about the time 
Kruger began seeing his letter campaign 
ignored, two more than were killed in the 
line of duty. 

But, get this. According to Marin, "there 
are no statistics kept (by the OPP) or formal 
acknowledgement of OPP suicides, no pre¬ 
vention program and no analysis of why they 
occurred." 

This seems unfathomable, but it's true. 

On the eve of Marin's report being 
released, his office tweeted this: "This is part 
of @MarkBonokoski's story that started the 
ball rolling on #OPP #OSI. Tomorrow is 
report time." 

And then Marin gave a link to a column 
that told, in part, the story of retired OPP 
Insp. Bruce Kruger, fresh out of Homewood 
Centre, and his well-documented abandon¬ 


ment by the OPP in helping him deal with 
the PTSD that had taken over his life. 

That particular column, in fact, was a fol¬ 
lowup to a five-part series I wrote in 2010 that 
won a national award from Tema Conter 
Foundation, a non-profit dealing with occu¬ 
pational stress issues. 

In the 18 months since the particular col¬ 
umn tweeted by Marin was published, 
another five OPP officers have taken their 

Bruce Kruger, however, was ground zero, 
and the person who ultimately convinced 
the ombudsman's response team to begin its 
probe into what would become the biggest 
ombudsman investigation ever, and a 155- 
page report that laid waste to ministry 
bureaucracy and OPP command for virtually 
doing nothing to treat this silent killer that 
stalks the minds of too many police. 

Without a doubt, Kruger had tried to 
rouse some response early on, writing letter 
after letter to the Ontario Association of 
Chiefs of Police, the Ontario Provincial Police 
Association, the Police Association of 
Ontario, and the OPP Commissioned Officers 
Association. 

No one wrote him back. 

Looking back on the process, it is the out¬ 
right fiction often put out by some police 
associations and police service bodies that 
bothers Kruger. 

Remember, he was an OPP inspector 
when he retired. He knows how to investi¬ 
gate, how to follow clues and document the 
paper trails. 

The Ontario Association of Chiefs of 
Police, for example, once assured Kruger - 
and I have copies of the correspondence - 
that it had struck an ad hoc committee as far 
back as 2009 to deal with PTSD. 

But no such committee existed. 

In fact, according to sources, this ad hoc 
committee supposedly struck way back in 
2009 may have met for only its third time last 
week, some 23 months after Kruger was 
assured it was going full bore, and only two 
weeks after Andre Marin's ombudsman's 
report condemned police leadership for its 
apathy. 

There's been a lot of smoke and mirrors 
from both the police and ministry hierarchy, 
but it took Marin's blistering report to light 

Now only time will tell if any real mea¬ 
sures are taken.

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Local author releases first work of fiction based on local experience 


After years of teaching 
food, nutrition and fash¬ 
ion design to high school 
students, Merilee Adams 
decided it was time to re¬ 
tire and move to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake to run a bed 
and breakfast with her 
husband, an accountant 
who planned to continue 
working. 

Barbara Nattress was 
also a food, nutrition and 
fashion design teacher 
who decided it was time to 
retire to NOTL to run a B&B 
with her husband, a real 
estate agent who planned 
to continue working. 

Merilee is the fictional 
character Nattress created 
for Dreams in the Mist: 
Loyalist House, Season 
1, the story of dreams of 
a time 200 years ago that 
gradually become real. 

It’s her first work of fic¬ 
tion, based on some of the 
experiences she had while 
operating Windsong, a 
B&B on the Niagara River 
Parkway, for eight years. 

While she was still teach¬ 
ing, she and her husband 
used to visit NOTL and on 
a weekend trip, fell in love 
with the Parkway house, 
went to look at it, knew 
it was right for them and 
within about three weeks, 
had purchased it. 

It was a busy time for 
tourism in NOTL, she says 
- sometimes her rooms 
would be full and there 
would be cars lined up in 
the driveway, with tourists 
hoping for a cancellation 
so they’d have somewhere 

Nattress says selling the 
B&B four years ago, after 
the downturn in tourism, 
gave her the time to write 


the book, 

Nattress also drew from 
the history of her ancestors 
who arrived in Niagara as 
refugees in 1778, and their 
involvement during the 
War of 1812. She combined 
real characters and places 
from her family and the 
history of the area to pro¬ 
duce a work of historical 
fiction that has particular 
significance to those inter¬ 
ested in and familiar with 
NOTL and its history.

camp with her donations. 

Carr’s journey across the 
lake began on Aug. 18 at 6 
p.m., and took her 27 hours 
to complete. 

When she entered the 
water conditions were fa¬ 
vourable, but quickly the 
waters took a turn and 
she was faced with six foot 
swells and a turbulent lake. 

Carr continues to fund¬ 
raise for Camp Trillium 
and participate in other 
charity events. She recently 
completed a half-marathon 
and cycled 100 kilometres 
for a Canadian Tire Jump- 
start fundraiser.

While some churches 
struggle to obtain members, 
Alderton said that the suc¬ 
cess of the church comes 
from God. 

“We’re not afraid to 
preach God’s word. The 
blessings come from him,” 
he said. He described the 
church as authentic. 

"We’re real with one an¬ 
other, we don't put a mask 
on. We’re not tied down 
to tradition and we’re not 
afraid to try new things,” he 
said. He said another no¬ 
ticeable positive aspect at 
this church is that there are 
no spiritual bullies. “We’re 
very united in the word of 
God.

Because of their growth 
they decided it was time to 
purchase some property, 
which they did last March 
on York Road. 

They began to work with 
Henry Swinkle, who is an 
architect from Virgil on the 
design of the building and 
hope to begin construction 
in the spring. It will take six 
to eight months to complete 
the building. 

The building will be 
57,000 square feet, on six 
acres of land, which is sur¬ 
rounded by woodlands. 


Their vision is that the 
church will be community 
friendly and rather than in¬ 
stalling pews they are going 
to use chairs so the church 
can be rented for anniver¬ 
saries or graduations. 

The estimated cost for 
the building is $800,000, but 
Alderton said businesses in 
the area have shown interest 
in donating, and volunteer 
labour from people within 
and outside the church will 
also bring the cost down.

puter software companies. 
These so-called techni¬ 
cians claim that they have 
detected malware or vi¬ 
ruses on the unsuspecting 
person's computer and 
directs them to an area on 
their computer to convince 
them that a virus or mal- 

the computer. 

The caller then 
offers to remove 
the virus for a fee 
or directs them to 
a wehsite where 
real malware is 
installed and 
credit card infor¬ 
mation provid¬ 
ed. The victims 
often complain 
of unauthorized 
charges on their 
credit cards and 
later may find 
viruses and mal¬ 
ware installed on 
their computers. 
Unfortunately, 
despite media 
coverage over 
the past several 
months, and nu¬ 
merous charges 
being laid in vari¬ 
ous jurisdictions, 
people continue 
to fall victim to 
this scam. These 
callers can ap¬ 
pear legitimate 
and can make the 
risk to your com¬ 
puter seem very 
real. The Niagara 
Regional Police 
advises the pub¬ 
lic to ignore such 


unsolicited calls and if they 
have any concerns about 
the security of their com¬ 
puters to have the comput¬ 
er checked by a qualified 
technician.

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Niagara District Airport conduct emergency exercise

A plane crash is a night¬ 
mare for anyone, and 
thanks to a planned emer¬ 
gency simulation of a ma¬ 
jor aircraft accident at the 
Niagara District Airport on 
Saturday, emergency per¬ 
sonnel from the area are 
better equipped to handle 
an emergency should one 

The emergency exer¬ 
cise was put on to comply 
with Canadian Aviation 
regulations to test the air¬ 
port emergency plans by 
conducting a full-scale ex¬ 
ercise at least once every 
four years. A tabletop ex¬ 
ercise is conducted each 
year in which no full-scale 
exercise is held. 

The purpose is to test 
the airport emergency re¬ 
sponse plan. 

The simulated emergen¬ 
cy was set up as if it were 
real with a media briefing 
held to inform them that 
the FSS Niagara District 
called in an accident at 
9:45 a.m., which involved 
two four-seater planes. In¬ 


juries or fatalities were not 
known at that time, with 
a potential of nine people 
on board. The accident oc¬ 
curred on Runway 0624. 

As the even unfolded, 
media were kept up-to- 
date to inform die public 
on what was occurring. 

The simulated crash saw 
two people being airlifted, 
one a level one injury and 
one a level two injury. The 
National Transportation 
Safety Board were coming 
out to investigate the crash. 
There were no fatalities. 

At the time they weren’t 
able to provide an expla¬ 
nation of what happened 
until a full-scale investiga¬ 
tion was made. The airport 
remained operational dur¬ 
ing the exercise. 

The mock crash saw par¬ 
ticipants from the Niagara 
District Airport, Niagara 
Regional Police, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Fire Services, 
Niagara Regional EMS, 
Philip Van Manen, project 
manager, Fox Aviation, Ea¬ 
gle Rock Aviation Civil Air 
Rescue Emergency Service 
(CARES) and the St. Catha¬ 
rines flying club.
